"The Office of Price Administra- 


tion has amended automobile ra- 
tioning regulations which will make 
all new cars in the country avail- tnL> movies, 
able to the public on 
and 
after 


March G, 1943. The eligibility list 
has been enlarged and any person 
who needs a car for the purposes 
described in the "C" book list of 
the gasoline rationing regulations 
is eligible to buy a new car re- 
gardless of the number of miles he 
drives. 
Under the rationing order 


he is simply required to make ap- 
plication to his rationing board and 
to show necessity. 
There are, of 


course, a number of persons in the 
"C" book list who do not have "C" 
books because they do not drive 
the necessary mileage. These per- 
sons, under the amended regula- 
tions are eligible for the purchase 
of a new car the same as those who 
now hold "C" cards. 


"The previous order had 
been 


amended to liberalize eligibility and 
qualification of buyers 
of 
high- 


priced cars. Those same features 
are retained in the new order, ex- 
cept that the previous price classi- 
fication of 'high-priced' 
cars 
at 


$2500 (actory price) is reduced to 
$1500. There is no change in reg- 
ulations permitting the sale of con- 
vertibles and soft-top cars without 
a ration order. 


"There arc also a few new 1941 


cars available with less than 1,000 
miles on them which under the new 
regulations may now be sold with- 
out the requirement of a rationing 
order. In these cases the purchas- 
er makes a written statement that 
he requires the car for his work. 
This statement also must be signed 
by the dealer and filed by him with 
the Automobile Inventory Unit of 
OPA. 


"As if January 1 this year the in- 


ventory of cars frozen in dealers' 
hands showed a few less than 240,- 
000. 
Exactly how many cars have 


since been delivered to purchasers 
is not known. According to NADA 
estimates the number is probably 
about 20,000. This means that un- 
der the new order approximately 
220,000 cars are made available to 
the public. Under the previous reg- 
ulations only war workers or those 
engaged in activities essential to 
the public health or welfare were 
eligible to purchase a new car."

Admiral William H. Standley, our 


ambassador to Russia, 
seems to

he didn't think the Russian people 
were being told the complete story 
of American aid to their country, 
and that "there's no question about 
the Soviets trying to create the im- 
pression abroad, as 
well as 
at 


home, that they are fighting the 
war alone." 


This acquired an added potency, 


which set some eyes in Washing- 
ton to watering, because it was al- 
most coincident with Vice 
Presi- 


dent Wallace's dclaration 
that 


"unless the western democracies 
and Russia come to a satisfactory 
understanding before 
the 
war 


ends, I very much fear that World 
War No. 3 will be inevitable." 


That impels me to record here 


some facts noted during my recent 
trip abroad. I found that one of the 
anxious queries in the minds of a 
host of people, from Britain right 
through to Chungking, is just what 
role the Soviet Union is likely to 
play after the war. . 


In other words, they're wonder- 


ing whether the United Nations will 
remain united or whether circun- 
stances will 
decree that mighty

That was one of the outstanding 


impressions of my tour. H struck 
me ns involving one of the most 
important issues 
to be solved by 


the Allies, but I haven't ventured 
to report it before b e c a u s e it 
seemed rather delicate for public 
discussion. However, apparently I 
was wrong, for the lid has 
been 


lifted by strong hands. 


This question cropped up persis- 


tently and earnestly 
wherever I 


went What I found wasn't so much 
a definite 
suspicion 
that things 


were likely to go 
wrong, as real 


fear that they might. On only one 
point was certainty expressed, and 
this was unanimous so far as my 
observations went. 


This was that 
Russia seemed 


bound to emerge from the war as 
the dominant power of Europe — 
and most likely Asia as well. 


Out of that grew the question of 


how far Allied unity would be able 
to adapt itself to this new situation. 
What would be the attitude of John 


I Bull, ertwhile policeman of Eur- 
ope, and Uncle Sam and 
all the 


rest? What would 
be the attitude 


of Russia herself, with all this pow- 
er in her hands? 


It's easy to draw this picture of 


Russia out of the materials at hand. 
Germany, which before the 
war 


had almost complete politicoeco- 
nomic control of central and east- 
ern Europe and the Balkans, 
is 


on her way out. Who should take 
her place but the adjacent Soviet 
Union, which has astounded 
the 


world by its industrial and military 
development during the past fifteen 
years? Geography hasn't 
given 


the other Allies any such favorable 
position as regards the continent. 


The belief is widespread in the 


capitols I visited that the Musco- 
vites will dominate Europe 
west- 


ward at least through 
Germany, 


and maybe to the English channel. 
I'm speaking now of political and 
economic domination, for 
it isn't 


suggested that the Soviet intends 
to employ military strength. 


The whole Russian set-up encour- 


ages such speculation. 
Here we 


have what in area is the largest 
country in the world. It stretches 
across two continents, from Europe 
to the Pacific, its boundaries touch- 
ing the record populations of India 
and China — both vital 
in 
the 


United Nations setup. 


This huge empire, when occu- 


pied one sixth of the earth's area 
and has a population of 
193,000,- 


000, is pretty well self 
contained. 


It could wage a defensive war in- 
definitely on its 
own resources. 


Geographically it is well-nigh im-

of the knottier problems confront- 
ing United Nations peacemakers 
was brought into sharp focus today 
by Vice President Wallace's warn- 
ing that a third world war appears 
inevitable unless 
a 
"satisfactory 


undcrstadning" is reached between 
the western democracies and So- 
viet Russia. 


The subject has been a matter of 


concern in ot'ticial and diplomatic 
quarters here for some time, but 
until Mr. Wllace brought it into the 
open in his radio address yester- 
day the tendency was to avoid call- 
ing public attention to it. 


Lack of a 
satisfactory 
under- 


sending nevertheless was becom- 
ng apparent through the contro- 
versy between the Polish goVern- 
ment-exile and Moscow over Po- 
land's eastern border, and in point- 
ed Soviet reminders that not only 
Bessarabia but Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania are considered integral 
parts of the Soviet Union. 


In his address at Delaware, Ohio, 


the vice presdient said 
a 
third 


world war was likely "in case we 
doublecross 
Russia." 
Premier- 


Josef Stalin and his associates do 
not hide their conviction that Rus- 
sia was double-crossed in the First 
World War, in which she lost Fin- 
land, Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania, 


Bessarabic, part of While Russia 
and part of the Ukraine. 


In 1939 she recovered her White 


Russian and Ukrainian aeras from 
Poland, in 1940 took 
Bessarabia 


back irom Rumania and incorpor- 
ated Lithuania, Latvia and Estlonia 
into the Soviet Union, while part of 
Finland came back into the union 
through incorporation into the Fin- 
no-Karelian Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lic. 


Any "satisfactory understanding" 


with Russia, therefore, some stu- 
dents of eastern European problem 
point out, must take into account 
the Soviet viewpoint that what Rus- 
sia regained in 1939-40 was territory 
she lost injustly as a "cictor" in 
the First World War. 


However, such an understanding 


also could not ignore the fact that 
the new slates created out of Rus- 
sia's western fringe after the First 
World War were the result of a 
great civil war which the Soviet 
regime won in all other parts of the 
vast realm, but lost along its west- 
ern degrees. Finland, Estonia, Lat- 


bclwecn the two World Wars also 
was, 
in a sense, the end of a "long 


armistice" in the Russian civil war. 
Marciiing wcslward in September, 
1939, Ihe Red Army did not mere- 
ly occupy territory; it opened the 
way for establishment of Soviet re- 
gimes where the previous attempts 
to establish them, years ago, had 
failed.

Soviet Socliast republics of Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania had been of- 
ficially admitted to the Union ol 
Soviet Socialist Republics. Other 
occupied areas were similarly in- 
corporated.
